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Amendments to the Specification: 

[0011] A plunger is a smooth rod that is attachable to a crosshead and is capable of 
exerting pressure upon a liquid within the pumping chamber. Sealing rings for a plunger are 
stationary, the plunger sliding within the rings. The cylindrical port for a plunger-type pump 
typically has two portions with different diameters, a plunger bore and an axially aligned packing 
bore. The packing bore has a larger diameter adapted than the plunger bore, so that the packing 
bore is adapted for accommodating packing between the interior cylindrical wall of the packing 
bore and the outward cylindrical surface of the plunger. 
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
